ALBANY ‘Y’ 


Expansion is planned for the Al- 
bany YMCA. building as the fif- 
teenth anniversary of its groynd- 
breaking.ceremonies approached, it 
is announced by Elmer Coble, ex- 
ecutive secretary, who said that the 
present structure may be enlarged 
to three times its present size. 

In case it is decided to add to 
the present edifice, a lot next door, 
having a 50 foot frorftage on So- 
lano Ave. and 75 feet on Kaines 
Ave., Albany, now used for a bas- 
ketball field, is available, Coble 
stated. 

The local management has al- 
ready conferred with John Ogg of 
the National Y Building and Furn- 
ishing Bureau, and floor plans of 
the presént building have been sent 
back to headquarters in New York 
for consideration in making pre- 
parations for expansion. 

According to Coble, interest. in 
the Albany Y Building was first 
incited by F. E. Sherwood, local 
contractor, because of his son’s 
fondness for basketball and the fact 





that there was no suitable place to 
indulge in the sport, 

On~Christmas~ Eve of 1930 a 
little band of men, including Sher- 
wood, Al Hill, Al Severy, L. F, 
MacDonald, O. Zimmerman, L. 
Marquardson and C, E. Morris 
turned the first spadeful of earth 
for the building that was later to 
become a focal point for commun- 
ity gatherings. 

To celebrate that occasion, open 
house will be held during the 
Spring at which the founders and 
charter members will be feted. 

Prior to the building's erection 
the Albany Y was located on So- 
lano Ave. near San Pablo Ave., 
where a radio shop now stands. 
The late Hollis R. Thompson later 
to become city manager for Berke- 
ley, theri served as part time sec- 
retary for the, Albany and West 
Berkeley Y’s 

Sherwood drew up the plans and 
submitted them to the Berkeley Y 
Board of directors. The estimated 
cost of $5,000—then a small for- 
tune—almost proved an insuper- 
able handicap but due to the un- 
stinting efforts of Sherwood, Mac- 
Donald and Zimmerman, a public 
spirited group of Albany citizens 
and firms agreed to underwrite the 
amount. 

Morris served as the first secre- 
‘ary in the new building and was 
succeeded by F. F. Foster and 
Coble, who arrived three years 
ago, At that time there were less 
than 100 club members and no 
adult building members. The num-~
